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Shultz assails Dukakis’ Jerusalem position 

WASHINGTON (R) — Secretary of State George Shult 2 Friday called 
Democratic presidential candidate Michael Dukakis’s support for moving 
the U.S. embassy in Israel to occupied Jerusalem "shocking," saying ft 
would rain Middle East peace efforts. “It would ruin it (the peace 
effort)." Shulrz said in a television interview. "It would be a gigantic 
mistake, and it’s shocking that anyone would make such a proposal.” He 
said it would be a mistake because Jerusalem is pan of Israeli-occupied 
territory and its final status must be negotiated between Israel and the 
Arab states. "I have no doubt that the capital of Israel will stay there, it 
will be a unified city and so on.” Shultz said. "But in tbe meantime if you 
want to proceed with negotiations you don’t wind up in effect declaring an 
outcome that hasn't been agreed to yet. So it would be a bad mistake.” 
Dukakis was quoted in a Los Angeles limes interview May 26 as saying 
the United States should move the U.S. embassy in Israel to occupied 
Jerusalem from Tel Aviv in view of Israel’s claim that Jerusalem is its 
capital. 
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Britain, Iran reach 
broad agreement . 

LONDON (Agencies) — Britain 
and Tran reached broad agree- 
ment Friday on settling mutual 
compensation claims £qi- damage 
to their embassies which will cost 
Britain nearly £1 million ($1.8 mil- 
lion). A Foreign Office spokesman 
said that under the proposal Bri- 
tain would pay Iran £1.8 million

Soweto community 
leader Nthato Motlana spent a 
week in Israel last month as guest 
of the government and was 
quoted as saying that South Afri- 
can blacks were wrong to com- 
pare their plight with that of 
Palestinians under Israeli occupa- 
tion. An open letter ' “to the 
Palestinian people and the PLO,” 
signed by 24 youth, women and 
community organisations, said: 
“We are dismayed and embarras- 
sed at the callous statements that 
he has uttered about the struggle 
of die Palestinian people;”

MANAGUA (AP) — The leftist

Israelis arrest ‘suspect’ in stabbing, 
journalists, destroy Jalazoun home 


JALAZOUN, occupied West 
Bank (Agencies) — Israeli forces 
arrested a 26-year-old Palestinian 
suspected of stabbing the Israeli- 
appointed mayor of the West 
Bank town of AI Bireh and de- 
molished ins cmderblock house 
Friday in the Jalazoun refugee 
camp. 

Brae! Radio reported the sus- 
pect “confessed” to the attemp- 
ted assassination, but. the. army 
would only confirm his arrest. 
Villagers said soldiers arrested 
the suspect, Khamis Jawdat 
Faraj, late Thursday night. 

Arab news reports said, mean- 
while, that die army arrested *two 
Palestinian resporteis and a wri- 
ter in a continuing crackdown on 
Arab journalists. An Israeli 
newspaper report said the milit- 
ary may shut down West Bank 
schools again. 

It took about half an hour for a 
large, yellow bulldozer to destroy 
the three-room house where 
Faraj lived with his 60-year-old 
mother. Only an almond tree, 
plum tree ajid rose bush were left 
standing in the yard after the 
demolition. 

"They are destroying our 
house — I don’t know what for," 
said the suspect's mother, Nozha 
Faraj, who watched the army 
operation from next door. 

Faraj was arrested in connec- 
tion with the stabbing Tuesday of 
Hassan Tawil, the 74-year-old 
mayor of AI Bireh. 

Tawil was stabbed in the chest 


and was reported recovering. 

Faraj has been detained several 
times previously because of 
alleged involvement in “public 
disturbances,” an army statement 
said. It said be stabbed tbe mayor 
as an act of Palestinian 
nationalism. 

“He followed the mayor’s 
movements, intending to assas- 
sinate him. and attempted to do 
so previously,- without success,” 
the statement said. 

Underground leaflets issued by 
leaders of tbe six-month Palesti- 
nian uprising have repeatedly cal- 
led for Israeli-appointed officials 
like Tawil to quit their posts. 

Israel appointed army officers 
Friday to take over local affairs of 
a Palestinian refugee camp. 

The army said Major Daniel 
Danon would head a local council 
of 13 army officers in the Gaza 
Strip’s AI Bureij ramp after lead- 
ers of the camp's 17,000 Palesti- 
nians resigned. 

The Hebrew daily newspaper 
Haretz quoted army sources as 


saying West Bank school could 
close again if students follow 
orders given in underground leaf- 
lets to leave class at noon. 

The occupation authorities 
have extended classroom time to 
12:30 or 1 p.m. to make up for 
the four months schools were 
closed. 

The Haaretz story came a day 
after protests and a general strike 
marked six months of the upris- 
ing. Students and young people 
played a major role in dashes 
with the army Thursday in the 
West Bank. 

A 17-year-old, Ahmad Hassan 
Hawaii, was killed when he was 
shot in the bead by an Israeli 
officer in the village of Sebastiya 
near Nablus. The army said he 
was about to throw a cement 
block at troops from a terrace 
when he was shot. 

An 18-year-old boy and a 12- 
year-old girl were wounded in the 
legs during a protest in the West 
Bilk town of Tulkarem, hospital 
officials said. 


NATO urges 
early talks 
on troop 
reductions 

MADRID (AP) — The 16 North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
(NATO) foreign ministers ended 
their spring meeting Friday by 
calling for early negotiations to 
reduce troops in Europe and 
pledging to study a more equit- 
able sharing of defence costs be- 
tween the United States and its 
allies. 

In a joint declaration, the fore- 
ign ministers said successful nego- 
tiations with the Warsaw Pact on 
conventional force reductions de- 
pended on “substantial” results 
on human rights. 

“It’s got to be a balanced pack- 
age,” said Lord Carrington, the 
NATO secretary-general who 
will retire at the end of the 
month. 

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz called on the alliance not 
to be lulled by conciliatory ges- 
tures from Moscow. 

“I am not satisfied that anyone 
is pulling their weight satisfactori- 
ly,” Shultz said. “We have to jack 
each other up all tbe time." 

Negotiations between East and 
West on troop reductions in cen- 
tral Europe have limped along for 
15 years without any results. The 
planned new negotiations be- 
tween NATO and the seven-na- 
tion communist bloc would be 
more ambitious, seeking to re- 
duce tensions throughout 
Europe. 


Shevardnadze: No formal Israel 
ties until peace conference 


UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) 
— Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze said 
Thursday an Israeli consular team 
would visit tbe Soviet Union next 
month but that full diplomatic 
relations cannot be restored until 
Israel agrees to an international 
peace conference on the Middle 
East. 

Shevardnadze made the state- 
ment to reporters after a meeting 
with Israeli Prime Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir. Both men described 
as friendly and useful but without 
any breakthrough. 

The Soviet minister also said 
emigration of Soviet Jews was 
continuing and that there were 
“no obstacles, bat some con- 
straints” — which he identified as 
“militaiy secrets only." 

“I would not call this meeting a 
new stage in relations, but it was 
useful meeting,” Shevardnaze 
told a news conference. 

“If we can convene an interna- 
tional conference,” Shevard- 


nadze said, “that would make it 
possible to settle the problems of 
our diplomatic relations.” 

Asked if the Soviet Union 
would not restore full diplomatic 
relations without a U.N.-spon- 
sored conference, Shevardnadze 
answered, "Yes." He said a con- 
ference was the only way to reach 
a comprehensive settlement of 
the Middle East problem. 

“Let us convene a conference 
on a Middle East settlement.” be 
said, “And let us also hold se- 
rious discussions in settling our 
relations... if we convene a con- 
ference, that would make it possi- 
ble to settle the problem of our 
relations with Israel." 

Shr»*nir told reporters the 1 
hour. 50-minute session was 
“very friendly, productive and 
useful," and that be hoped for 
more talks and eventual restora- 
tion of relations." 

However, he stood firm against 
an international peace confer- 
ence.

King arrives in London 
after attending summit 

LONDON (Agencies) — His Majesty King Hussein arrived in 
London early Friday for a private visit and talks with Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 

A Jordanian embassy spokeswoman told the AP the King 
planned to see Thatcher sometime next week. The spokeswoman 
gave no details. 

The King flew into London from Algiers, where he attended the 
emergency Arab summit. 

The Kang is accompanied by Prime Minister Zaid Rifai and 
Royal Court Chief Marwan AI Qasem. 

The King was seen off from Algeria by Algerian President Chadli 
Benjedid and senior Algerian officials as well as Arab League 
Secretary General Chadli Klibi. 

Upon his departure from Algiers the King sent a cable to 
Benjedid expressing appreciation for his efforts at the conference 
and wishing him success in his endeavours to serve his country and 
the Arab Nation. 

The King said the president’s efforts were instrumental to the 
success of the summit. 


Maghreb leaders 
hold first summit 


ALGIERS (R) — Five Maghreb 
states held the first summit in 
their history on Friday despite 
last-minute incidents marring 
newly-patchcd-up relations. 

Tbe meeting was between lead- 
ers of Libya, Algeria, Tunisia, 
Morocco and Mauritania, who 
have long dreamed of overcom- 
ing local disputes to form a 
powerful regional grouping. 

King Fahd of Saudi Arabia, 
who has mediated in Algeria and 
Morocco's quarrel over the West- 
ern Sahara, also attended the 
meeting at Algerian President 
Chadli Benjedid's summer resi- 
dence at Zeralda. outside 
Algiers. 

Newsmen were invited to tbe 
residence, where the leaders 
chatted briefly before going into a 
luncheon and the first such talks 
of Maghreb countries since inde- 
pendence. 

The summit followed tbe res- 
toration of diplomatic ties be- 
tween Algeria and Morocco last 
month after a 12-year break. 
Tunisia and Libya restored ties in 
December after a two-year rift. 

Tbe five leaders at the 
Maghreb meeting were Moroc- 
co’s King Hassan, Benjedid, Li- 
byan leader Muammar Qadhafi, 
Tunisian President Zine AI Abi- 
dme Ibn All and Mauritanian 
President Maaouya Ould Taya. 

King Hassan, who had been 
indirectly snubbed by Qadhafi 
because of his contacts with 
Israel, broke the ice in the pre- 
sence of reporters by addressing 
Qadhafi as “brother Muammar." 

Qadhafi ’s snub was delivered 
when tbe Libyan leader was 
heard by delegates to say during a 
summit of the Arab League, 
which ended here Thursday, that 
he was wearing a white glove on 
his right hand so as not to have to 


shake hands with a leader he did 
not wish to greet. 

Libyan delegates said the re- 
mark was aimed at King Hassan, 
whose 1986 meeting with Israeli 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres was 
bitterly condemned by Qadhafi. 

In another incident which 
threatened to damage the mood 
of reconciliation among the five. 
King Hassan boycotted a dinner 
given by Benjedid Wednesday 
night because a representative of 
Polisario, an Algerian-backed 
Polisario guerrilla group at war 
with Rabat over the Western 
Sahara, was invited. 

But officials said that incident 
was considered closed when Ben- 
jedid and King Hassan met after 
the dinner. 


Zia appoints interim government 


ISLAMABAD (Agencies) — 
President Mohammad Zia U1 
Haq has appointed an interim 
Pakistani government which poli- 
tical analysts said would extend 
his own power but also signalled 
he would hold elections as prom- 
ised. 

23a took the oath at noon from 
18 ministers at his residence in 
tbe capital. 

The new line-up included a 
solid core of loyal supporters, 
eight of them former ministers he 
sacked last month, and repre- 
sentatives of almost every other 
shade of national life. 

Hie major new appointment 
was Sahabzada Yaqub Khan as 
foreign minister, a close friend of 
Zia, an old army colleague, and 
an experienced international 
statesman. 

The appointment of so many 
members of the old cabinet only 


two weeks after he sacked them 
supposedly for corruption, eco- 
nomic mismanagement, and lack 
of Islamic fervour, appeared to 
confirm the view that one of .his 
main aims was to cut back the 
growing power of his former 
prime minister, the analysts said. 

Mohammad Khan Junejo dif- 
fered with Zia on foreign, policy, 
notably over Afghanistan, and- 
threatened to reveal incompe- 
tence in the army, they said. 

Junejo, who heads the Pakistan 
Muslim League (PML). was at his 
house in the south of the country 
and was unavailable. 

Appointment of 23a loyalist 
and veteran PML politician 
Mohammad Aslam Khattak as 
senior minister, and of another 
PML veteran, Mahmoud Ha- 
roon. as defence minister, a post 
Junejo also held, supported tbe 
view Zia had undercut Junejo, 


not the PML. 

Zia has been busy since laun- 
ching what has become known as 
“the constitutional coup," in 
which he disbanded tbe National 
Assembly and dismissed Junejo 
and his 33-member cabinet May 
29. 

He took 12 days to announce 
the new cabinet, longer than he 
had originally planned. Officials 
said Zia would perform the role 
of prime minister and would not 
fill the post. 

Zia initially hinted that he 
would order elections for a new 
National Assembly within 90 
days, as called for in the nation’s 
constitution. 

He described the new cabinet 
as caretaker, saying it would 
function between now and the 
election of a new assembly. But 
no date has been set for the 
elections. 


2 killed in 
Iraqi raids 
in Gulf 

BAHRAIN (AP) — Iraqi war- 
planes raided a tanker off the 
Iranian coast at dawn Friday a 
day after an Iraqi aircraft missile 
slammed into a salvage tugboat 
serving Iranian vessels, killing 
two of its seamen. 

The attacks shattered a two- 
week lull in the so-called “tanker 
war,” a spinoff from the Iran-Iraq 
war. 

They appeared to herald a 
fresh surge in tbe Iraqi attempt to 
blockade Iranian oil shipping 
lanes after Iraq secured support 
from tbe Algiers Arab summit 
meeting for its efforts to force 
Iran to accept U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 598 (see page 
4). . 

Gulf-based shipping executives 
bad no immediate confirmation 
of the attack. But they said that a 
similar Baghdad announcement 
Thursday later proved to refer to 
a small salvage rugboar. Sal verve, 
which flies the Singapore flag and 
operates for the Iranians in the 
northern parts of the Gulf. 

Tbe London-based Lloyd’s 
shipping intelligence unit, which 
monitors maritime traffic around 
the world, said two seamen 
aboard the 742-ton Salverve were* 
killed. 

Iraq welcomes summit result 

Iraq's First Deputy Prime 
Minister Taha Yassin Ramadan 
praised the outcome of the 
Algiers summit on his return Fri- 
day after representing Iraq. 

Tbe Iraqi News Agency (IN A) 
quoted Ramadan as saying “the 
summit’s result concerning the 
Iran-Iraq war was positive.” 

Iraq won a victory at the sum- 
mit Thursday night when tbe final 
statement condemned Iran for 
intransigence in tbe war. 


Jordan celebrates two 
national anniversaries 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan Friday 
celebrated the Great Arab Revolt 
and Army Day anniversaries com- 
memorating the endeavours of tbe 
leaders of tbe Great Arab Revolt 
and their armed forces In their 
struggle to achieve liberation, uni- 
ty and independence for tbe Arab 
Nation. 

A statement issued by the Jor- 
dan News Agency, Petra, said tbe 
revolt, ted by Sharif Hussein Ibn 
Ah, broke out n 1916 to bring 
liberation and freedom for ah 
Arabs from colonial rule. 

Hie statement paid tribute to 
tbe sacrifices made by tbe Hashe- 
mite leaders towards national 
causes m general and Palestine in 
particular and said these leaders 
continued the struggle regardless 
of the arbitrary measures of the 
then British colonial rule. 

It said that tbe late King Abdul- 
lah Ibn AI Hussein was able to 
save large parts of Palestine and 
East Jordan from British- Zionist 
plans for the implementation of 
tbe Balfour Declaration. 

In true commitment to tbe prin- 
ciples of tbe Great Arab Revolt, 
King Abdullah responded to tbe 
will and desires of tbe peoples on 
both banks of the River Jordan 
for unity, thus, taking an impor- 
tant step towards an overall unity 


among Arab states, tbe statement 
noted. 

It said that the East-West Bank 
unity of 1950 serves as an example 
to other Arab states and consti- 
tuted a nucleus for pan-Arab 
unity.

Khasawneh: Ties with PLO 
unrelated to national stand 


LONDON (Petra) — His Majes- 
ty King Hussein regards the 
Palestine problem as a pan-Arab 
and national commitment regard- 
less of relations between Jordan 
and tbe Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO), and the 
Palestine question will remain a 
preoccupation for all Arabs in 
general and for Jordan in particu- 
lar, Minister of Information Hani 
Khasawneh was Friday quoted as 
saying. 

The London-based Arabic-lan- 
guage AI Sharq AI Awsat maga- 
zine quoted Khasawneh as saying 
that regardless of relations with 
the PLO, Jordan would continue 
to support the Palestinian people 
until tbe end of occupation no 
matter how Jordan’s future rela- 
tions would be with the Arab 
tenicoty or whether there would 
be an independent state in Pales- 
tine or one confederated with die 
East Bank. 

Jordan will also support Syria 
to liberate the Golan Heights and 
back Iraq to end ail forms of 
Iranian aggression on its terri- 
tory. Khasawneh said. 

He said Jordan concerns itself 
with the problems of all Arab 
countries since Jordan's security 
and well-being is an integral part 
of that of the Arab Nation. 

Tbe minister said Jordan’s 
assistance to the Palestinian peo- 
ple was a national commitment 
and this assistance would con- 
tinue regardless of current moves 
to end Israel's occupation. 

This assistance, he said, is de- 
signed to enable the Palestinians 
to maintain their steadfastness on 
their land and in the face of 
Israel’s appressive measures. Re- 
ports contrary to this can be 
considered as part of a hostile and 
harmful propaganda campaign 
aimed to disintegrate the Arab 
Nation into tribes and disunited 
groups, tbe minister added. 

Tbe minister denied reports on 


measures to be taken on the 
domestic scene connected with 
the Kingdom's internal policies. 

“All citizens have equal rights 
and responsibilities and the 
Jordanian people are part of the 
Arab Nation, regardless bt their 
place of birth or their religion,”

the minister said. “Jordan de- 
plores all harmful campaigns 
launched by hostile circles against 
its government and citizens and 
denounces allegations that Jor- 
dan is about to disassociate itself 
from the West Bank where Arab 
kinsmen live and struggle for 
freedom," the minister said. “But 
it will not act on behalf of Palesti- 
nians in negotiations for peace. 
Khasawneh added. 

He said that this reaffirmation 
came in response to sensitivity 
within the PLO with regard to 
Palestinian representation at a 
peace conference. The minister 
said: "It should be known to all 
that Jordan does not compete 
with anyone to represent the 
Palestinians and that it give prior- 
ity to liberation of the occupied 
Arab territories and to safeguard- 
ing their Arab identity."

SALT — With its 30 fulltime 
students fully and quietly 
absorbed in the many aspects of 
designing and producing cloth 
and ceramics, the Salt Handicraft 
Training Centre has the feel ab- 
out it of a long established insti- 
tute. This combined Italian- 
Jordanian project only became 
fully operational however last 
February, yet in the shore period 
of its existence the centre seems 
to have already settled down to 
become a permanent part of life 
in the old city. 


flight from the countryside, en- 
vironmental degradation, the ex- 
tinction of arts and trades that 
have been deeply rooted in the 
local culture for centuries and 
finally the loss of social identi- 
ties." 


The young artisans who will 
study at the centre will thus be 
trained not only to be proficient 
in their fields but also to be able 
to relaunch and spread their 
trades throughout the country. 


Located in the basement of the 
new Salt Cultural Centre, the Salt 
Handicraft Training Centre’s 
main function is to train young 
Jordanians from all over the 
country in the crafts of weaving 
and ceramics. The aims behind 
the scheme are multi-fold but the 
main goal is basically to preserve 
and develop local handicraft that 
today risk disappearing due to 
poor job opportunities. It is also 
felt, particularly by the Italians 
involved in the project, that if 
these activities are neglected 
much irreversible damage is done 
such as “mass migrations towards 
big cities or foreign countries, the 


Revitalising dty centre 
The direct consequence of 
being based in Salt is that the 
Handicraft Training Centre also 
helps fulfill another objective, 
that of revitalising the central 
business district of the dty which 
is now in a sad state of neglect 
and disrepair despite its consider- 
able historical and architectural 
importance. It is hoped that, once 
trained, the artisans will be able 
to reuse the old shops in the souk 
area as their arte tiers and in this 
way will help contribute to the 
city’s urban restoration and to the 
development of cultural and tour- 
ist activities related to it. 


The final and perhaps one of 
the most important aims of the 
centre is to create new job oppor- 
tunities for the young, notably for 
women, who are the most heavily 



hit by unemployment. 

The initial idea for a handicraft 
school in Salt began with mayor 
of Salt, Dr. Abdul Razzak AI 
Nsour whose request in 1984 
for such a place was channelled 
through the Ministry of P lanning 
to the Italian government. Tlie 
Italian Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs agreed to help and 
pledged to contribute JD 600,000 
towards the scheme. After a 
sociological survey, the Italians 
via their implementing company 
COTECNO. worked out the 
programme and the didactic 
activity of the centre. They then 
equipped the workshops and 
assigned three experts. Professor 
Claudio Cimino as coordinator, 
Professor Barbara Martini as 
weaving instructor and Professor 
Gastone Primon as ceramics in- 
structor. In September six of the 
Jordanian students presently 
training at the centre will be sent 
on eight month scholarships to 
Italy to specialise further in their 
respective fields after which they 
will form the core of local instruc- 
tors. The Jordanian contribution 
to the scheme, implemented by 
the Salt Development Corpora- 
tion (SDC) and the Noor AI 
Hussein Foundation (NHF) was 
to provide the staff and the pre- 
mises for the handicraft centre, to 
fit it out and supply office and 
classroom furniture. The SDC 
and the NHF are also committed 
for the duration of the scheme to 
supply the raw materials needed, 
to pay overheads and air tickets 
to Italy for all Jordanian per- 
sonnel. 


This technical cooperation 


programme between Italy and 
Jordan will continue for a further

two years, ending in August 1990. 

Training the instructors 

For the time being the hand- 
icraft centre will only provide 
tuition in weaving and ceramics 
but later it is hoped t raining will 


be extended to include other 
crafts such as embroidery, glass 
work, hide and skin treatment 
and metal work and goldsmi- 
thing. The students presently en- 
rolled at the centre have secon- 
dary school degrees as they are 
being trained specifically to be- 
come instructors. Starting in 
September 1988, however, the 
students will be selected, through 
simple tests and interviews, from 
among those who have finished 
the ordinary intermediate cyde 
provided for by the Jordanian 
educational system. A maximum 
of IS students will be enrolled for 
each of the two courses. During 
the three year courses these stu- 
dents will not only learn all the 
basic techniques involved in aft 
aspects of either ceramics or 
weaving but wQl also be given an 
elementary background in art, 
design and in the history of art. 

“We would like to develop a 
creative atmosphere in the cen- 
tre,” Dr. Guido Cerboni of the 
Italian Embassy told the Jordan 
Times. "In the beginning we want 
to keep the students as free as 
possible from commercial con- 
straints so that they can develop 
their talents without being wor- 
ried about work and jobs. Also 
by allowing them to develop their 
creativity and by giving them a 
background in art we hope the 
students will go on to try and 
develop new forms of decoration 
and designs.” 

The courses will be free of 
charge to the students but it is 
hoped that once the school starts 
functioning properly it will be 
possible to sell tbe crafts made by 
tbe students to offset some of the 
running costs. 

Once the students graduate it is 
hoped they will organise them- 
selves in an artisan cooperative in 
SalL This cooperative could take 
on its own Independent activity 
while remaining in contact with 
die centre and tbe SDC for con- 


Short courses 

In addition to the main three 
year courses, the centre will also 
offer short courses In ceramics 
and weaving for interested adults 
as well as refresher courses for 
professionals who wish to update 
their skills. 

“The Sait Handicraft Training 
Centre is the kind of project that 
is particularly useful in Jordan,” 
Dr. Cerboni said, “as it orien- 
tates people towards the kind of 
work much needed here. Italy has 
over recent years been trying to 
support these kinds of alterna- 
tives. In 1982 we established a 
school of electronics in Zarqa, 
and later this year we hope to 
establish a printing department at 
the Polytechnic of Amman . In 
Ma’an, a particularly depressed 
area, we are establishing a pro- 
ject to quarry and process limes- 
tone. The way the limestone is 
presently cm and quarried is very 
primitive and about 70 per cent of 
the raw material is wasted. Our 
scheme will not only cut back on 
this waste but will also create new 
job opportunities. 1 ’ 

On top of all these projects, tbe 
Italian government gives about 25 
scholarships every year to allow 
individuals to study in Italy in 
order to become specialised in 
many fields that range from agri- 
culture to banking. 

“Our latest project, which is 
still in its very preliminary stages, 
is to establish a mosaic school in 
Madaba. Because of our out- 
standing tradition in the restora- 
tion. of mosaics we were

approached by die Ministry of 
Tourism and the Department of 
Antiquities to found a mosaic 
school, a project that was strong- 
ly recommended by Her Majesty 


Queen Noor after a visit to Italy. 
We are still working on how to 
structure such a school as it will 
be difficult to find tbe correct 
manpower locally — ideally we 


would recruit staff and Students . 
from those who have already 
been involved in some say with 
the restoration of monuments*”' 
concluded Dr. Cerboni. 


Jordanian poet wins second prize 


Arab journalist wins BBC poetry prize 


LONDON (J.T) — A poem pen- 
ned by well-known Arab journal- 
ist, Mr.Haronn Hashem 
Rasbeed, has won unanimous 
approval from the judges of the 
BBC's poetry competition, held 
to celebrate the 50th anniversary 
of its Arabic Service. 

Mr. Rasheed, who is the 
Palestinian representative of the- 
Tunis-based Arab Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organisa- 
tion and editor of the Arab 
Affairs Journal, was awarded 
£300 for his winning entry. 

Second prize of £200 went to 
Dr. Jamil “Alloush of Amman, 
Jordan and third prize of £100 to 
Dr. Mohammad Ateya Mazrou* 
of the University Hospital in 
Zafcazik, Egypt. The three win- 
ners will have thier prizes pre- 
sented locally by senior repre- 
sentatives of the BBCs Arabic 
Service. 

Competition judges, Saiid El 
Eissa and Buland El-Hay dari, 
both well-known Arab poets, and 
Riad El Rayyes. a London Pub - 
fisher, did not know the identities 


of the winning authors until after 
judging as all entries were submit- 
ted under pen names. Mr. 
Rasheed and Dr. ‘Alloush are 
both established poets and have 
had many of their verses pub- 
lished in Arab journals. 

Nabil Iskander, senior produc- 
er, features, with the BBC's Ara- 
bic Service, said: “The competi- 
tion attracted a large number of 
entries from all the Arab coun- 
tries and a high proportion of 
entries from women poets. What 
surprised me, however, is the 
number of entries we received 
from budding Arab poets living 
as far afield as Germany, Turkey 
and the Cameroun, which was 
very gratifying.” 

“The standard of entry was 
reflected in the high number of 
poems shortlisted — twelve from 
the three competition categor- 
ies,” he said. 

All categories related to broad- 
casting, with the most popular 
being “The Ear Loves.” Many 
Arab poets took the opportunity 


in 


this category to send thier 
congratulations in verse to the 
BBC’s Arabic Service 50th 
anniversary. Tbe other categories 
were “The Man of Tomorrow,” 


from which the winning entry was 
chosen, and “Our Small World.” 
The majority, of entries were of 
traditional rather than contem- 
porary style.

The gagged woman finally was 
able to scream, attracting the 
neighbours attention, who rushed 
to her help and reported foe 
matter to foe police, foe report 
added. 

The report said initial inves- 
tigation revealed foal the young 
man committed his crime follow- 
ing a quarrel with his father who 
had registered tbe house in his 
new wife's name. 

Tbe report also said that foe 
police were continuing their in- 
vestigation but there wa^no word 
about the murderer. 

It said that foe crime was the 
most brutal ever to be committed 
in the town. 


Hamzeh urges pharmacists 
to abide by regulations 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Minister of 
Health Zaid Hamzeh has called 
on Jordanian pharmacists and 
owners of drug stores in _ the 
country to abide by Health Minis- 
try regulations on dea lin g with 
medicine and warned that legal 
action would be taken against 
violators of laws. 

The minister was speaking at a 
meeting called to discuss matters 
related to foe sale of drugs in 
Jordan and controlling foe price 
of medicine, and means of pre- 
venting the smuggling of medi- 
cine into Jordanian markets. 

^During foe meeting held at foe 
Health Ministry's Pharmacy and 
Drug Control Department, Ham- 
zeh said concerned authorities 
should intensify their work to 
ensure tbe best drug and medicin- 
ak services to foe public. 

•“The ministry attaches great 
importance to' the role of pharma- 


cists and drug stores in helping to 
spread health awareness among 
members of the public, and in 
abiding by the regulations con- 
cerning the sale of drugs.” Ham- 
zeh noted.. 

He said close cooperation be- 
tween foe Health Ministry and 
the Jordanian Pharmacists Asso- 
ciation remains the most effective 
guarantee in this respect. 

The minister told foe meeting 
that a committee, grouping doc- 
tors and pharmacists will be set 
np to lay down a policy to pre- 
scribe and dispense medicines 
under their scientific names. 

The ministry, he said, plans to 
dispatch a number of its special- 
ists abroad for training courses on 
medicine control and on gather- 
ing information about poisoning' 
caused from pesticides and insec- 
ticides.

GUVS 
needs 
JD 60m for 
handicapped 

AMMAN (J.T.) — An annual 
report by the General Union of 
Voluntary Societies (GUVS) says 
that at least JD 60 million are 
needed to cope with foe problem 
of handicapped people in Jordan. 

The report says that only JD 
750,000 have been spent on deal- 
ing with this problem and that 
new government legislations are 
required to help meet and deal 
with foe situation. 

The report indicates foe pre- 
sence of no less than 200,000 
handicapped persons, in some 
form or another, in foe Kingdom 
while only 2,000 are offered prop- 
er care and rehabilitation services 
by private and public institutions. 


The memorandum signed here 
on Thursday provides for ex- 
changes of expertise and informa- 
tion related to agriculture, be- 
tween concerned research centres 
in both countries and cooperation 
in foe production of tree saplings 
and seeds, and in improving new 
breeds of livestock and in the use 
of veterinary vaccines. 

The memorandum also calls for 
an exchange of visits by special- 
ists from both countries in pro- 
jects intended to increase cereal 
production, fruit tree plantations, 
and in joint discussion of policies 
and regulations governing control 
and protection of animal and 
vegetation wealth. It calls for 
exchange of expertise on pasture 
lands foe employment of pesti- 


cides, raising Arabian horses, 
combating diseases that affect 
crops, management of fisheries 
and fish breeding projects, irriga- 
tion system and wildlife reserves. 

The memorandum calls for an 
encouragement of joint invest- 
ments in agriculture, and the ex- 
change of agricultural products 
and fruits, poultry and sheep. 

The memorandum was signed 
by Agriculture Minister Marwan 
Hmoud and the visiting Kuwaiti 
chairman of foe board of direc- 
tors of foe General Corporation 
for Agricultural and Fisheries 
Affairs Ibrahim AI Du’eij A1 
Sabah. 

Hmoud, who spoke just before 
foe signing ceremony, said that 
his ministry would plaice its exper- 


tise under Kuwait's disposal to 
help it cany out its plan of green- 
ing Kuwait, and will be ready to 
supply forest tree saplings re- 
quired for this project. 

Hmoud called for stepped up 
cooperation in agricultural re- 
search between the two sides to 
help promote agricultural de- 
velopment in Jordan and Kuwait. 

For his part. Sheikh Ibrahim 
said his visit and tours of agri- 
cultural projects in Jordan helped 
to establish firm steps for future 
cooperation. • 

“Kuwait which embarks on 
plans for greening the country, 
will benefit from Jordan's exper- 
tise and experiments and Kuwait 
appreciates Jordan's help in this 
regard,” Sheikh Ibrahim said. 

He said Kuwait will benefit 
also from Jordan's experiments in 
cereal production, irrigation sys- 
tems and afforestation projects, 
and will cooperate with Jordan in 
the process of ensuring food 
security for the Arab World. 


Zawaideh discusses housing strategy 


AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — A 
higher national committee on 
housing strategy wilt convene 
here on Saturday to discuss foe 
Kingdom's housing plans from 
now until tbe year 2006. 

The committee, which groups 
the ministers of planning and 
public works and foe minister of 
state for cabinet affairs, met 
Thursday to start discussion of 
foe strategy which revolves on 
three axes: residential land, insti- 
tutional framework, including re- 
search, training, and financing 
housing schemes. 


Public works and Housing 
Minister Shafiq Zawaideh told an 
international conference on hous- 
ing held in India in April that 
Jordan was pursuing all efforts to 
carry out housing projects for 
needy and poor people; and it 
strives toward better exploitation 
and fairer distribution of land. 

In an address to the 11th ses- 
sion of the United Nations Hu- 
man Settlements Committee, 
Zawaideh said Jordan was basing 
its housing programmes on be- 
ne fitting low-income families in 


foe first place and involving the 
largest section of foe population 
in housing projects and develop- 1 
ment in general. 

Zawaideh will take part also in 
Saturday's meeting which will 
finalise discussion on foe housing 
strategy for Jordan and prepare 
recommendations for foe govern- 
ment.

As to the Palestioian-Jordanian relationship, the King 
pointed out that it embodies the joint struggle, the common aspirations and 
the interaction demographically, geographically and culturally between the 
two banks of the River Jordan, culminating in the 1950 unity. This unity has 
been strengthened over the years and maintained through continuous support 
and assistance to the Palestinians by their Jordanian brothers on the East 
Bank. 

AJ Dustour: Joint struggle 


KING Hussein in an address to the Arab summit in Algiers described the 
current uprising in the occupied West Bank and the Gaza Strip as a real revolt 
that came as a culmination of the long years of sufferings. The King explained 
Jordan’s stand with regard to the Palestine question since the beginning of the 
present century and outlined the sacrifices offered in this regard bv the leaders 
of the Great Arab Revolt He said that the 1950 unity between die two banks 
came as a result of the real desire and the genuine effort of the leaders and the 
representatives of the two peoples on both banks of the River Jordan.

ALGIERS (R) — Extracts on the Acab-lsraeli conflict from 
the final communique issued Thursday at the end of the 
extraordinary Arab summit (unofficial translation): 


— The conference hailed the u prising of the Palestinian Arab 
people, which forms a b'nk in the chain of its struggle which has 
continued for more than half a century, considering it an insepar- 
able part of the Palestinian revolution. 

— It hailed with honour and pride the heroic acts which the 
Palestinian people are registering in resisting the Israeli occupation 
and its magnificent determination to liberate its occupied Land and 
practice its right to return, to setf -determination and to set op its 
independent state on its national soil, under the leadership of the 
Palestine Liberation Or ganisatio n (PLO), its legitimate and only 
representative. 

— It looked at measures to support the uprising, enhance its 
effectiveness and ensure *hai it continues and escalates. It affirmed 
its commitment to provide all necessary assistance, by all means and 
in aB forms, to the Palestinian people to ensure that its resistance 
and uprising continue under the leadership of the PLO until it 
achieves its permanent national objectives. 

— The conference renewed its commitment to support the states 
confronting the Israeli enemy to enable these states to strengthen 
their defence capabilities and make them more able to liberate 
occupied Arab territories and recover usurped Arab rights.

JABALYA, Gaza Strip — Six 
months ago, an Israeli truck 
ploughed into cars bringing 
Palestinian labourers home to 
this refugee camp in the occupied 
Gaza Strip from their Jobs in 
Israel. Four workers died. 

Their funeral turned into an 
anti-Israeli outburst. Angry re- 
fugees, convinced the crash was 
deliberate, attacked the Israeli 
army post in the centre of the 
camp with petrol bombs, stones 
and bottles. 

Early the next morning, a sol- 
dier opened fire, killing Hatem 
Abu Sisi, 17, and wounding 19 
other Palestinians. 

So began the intifada, a mass 
uprising against Israeli occupa- 
tion that has focused world atten- 
tion on the Palestinian problem 
and sparked unprecedented con- 
demnation of Israel’s use of force 
from its closest Western allies. 

At least 210 Palestinians have 
died and more than 5,000 have 
been injured in six months of 
almost daily protests and clashes 
with Israeli troops. 

Although the violence is now 
far less widespread, the revolt has 
taken solid root among the 1.5 
million Palestinians in the occu- 
pied West Bank and Gaza Strip. 
They seem determined to go on 
fighting for an end to the Israeli' 
rule they have endured since 
1967. 

Undaunted by economic 
hardship and collective punish- 
ments, many Palestinians say 
they have nothing to lose. 

The uprising has changed Mid- 
dle East politics. 

Arab leaders are bolding an 
emergency summit this week in 
Algiers to support the rebellion. 

The Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) has been thrust 
back to the centre of the Arab 
stage. 

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz has just completed his 
fourth unsuccessful Middle East 
tour this year, touting a peace 
plan aimed a( ending the uprising 
against Washington's chief Mid- 
dle East ally. 

Among Israelis, the uprising 
has sparked an anti-Arab back- 
lash, visible in widely-reported 
incidents of brutality, that could 
sweep a more right-wing 
nationalist government to power 
in November elections. 

Israeli leaders say the intifada 
has achieved nothing and the 
Palestinians are only hurting 
themselves. 

But the revolt has cost Israel 
dearly, damaging its economy, its 
world image and even its cher- 
ished democratic values. 

Arab strikes have hit Israeli 
agriculture, textiles and construc- 
tion. The violence has driven 
away tourists in droves. 

Military reserve duty for all 
Israeli men aged up to 55 has 
been increased from a maximum 


of 45 to 62 days this year. 

The sensitivity of Israelis to 
Palestinian human rights has 
been considerably numbed. 

More than 2,000 Palestinian 
political prisoners are in deten- 
tion without trial in primitive 
conditions in a desert prison 
camp amid Israeli indifference. 
They have not been charged with 
any offence or, in many cases, 
told why they are there. 

About 5,000 Palestinians 
arrested in the uprising are still 
being beld. 

Added to 4,500 Arabs already 
serving jail terms for security 
offences before the intifada, this 
means one adult male in every 40 
in the occupied territories is in 
prison. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin's policy of “might, force, 
beatings” to quell tbe uprising 
caused international outrage in 
January and is still causing dozens 
of casualties every week. 

"On a ‘good’ day, we have 
maybe 30 injured by beatings, 
rubber bullets and live ammuni- 
tion,” said a senior U.N. relief 
official in Gaza, surveying casual- 
ty figures for the last month. “On 
a bad day, there are 200 to 300 
injured.” 

Tbe daily lists include many 
children in their early teens, occa- 
sionally younger.

U.S. may end op paying for uprising 

OCCUPIED GAZA — As the Palestinian uprising in the 
ocajHed territories reache? the half-year mark, the focus is 
shirting, from thedbpman toll to the financial one. The cost of the 
chaos — in lost economic opportunity, declining tourism and 
military expenses — already totals dose to $700 million for Israel 
alone, according to Israel’s ministry of economy. To cover this 
cost, Israel will have to cut services or raise taxes — or send the hill 
to Uncle Sam. 

There’s always this assumption that you pan go to the U.S. and 
get more whenever yon need it,” says an American embassy 
official in Tel Aviv. ‘‘We’ve never, disappointed them.” 

Israel's government, ever mindful of the mood of U.S. tax- 
payers, is unlikely to ask for additional financ ial aid this year. But. 
on the assumption that American memories of harsh Israeli tactics 
frill fade, Israel may well seek an increase next year in the S3 billion 
it already gets from the U.$. annually. 

Meanwhile, the economic hardship for both Israelis and Palesti- 
nians grows. Ever since the 1967 war the Israelis have used the 
territories as both a labour pool and a market for their products. 
Now, Palestinians are determined to break their economic depend- 
ence, just as they are trying to end their political subservience with 
the creation of an independent state. 

Thus, the economies of Israel and its occupied territories are 
being pulled apart. Israelis say that, with or without increased U.S. 
aid, they will pay whatever price their “security” requires. 
Palestinians, dose to one another and to the land, also say they 
won’t be broken, even if outside Arab support isn't forthcoming — 
The Wall Street Journal. 

Taba spells trouble for both sides 


OCCUPIED TABA — Just over the horizon a diplomatic cloud 
is forming that could cast a dark shadow on this premier beach 
playground. 

A panel of five arbitrators is meeting in Geneva to settle a 
nine-year controversy over whether Taba really belongs to Israel. 
The uiver of desert on the Red Sea coast is also claimed by Egypt. 

Failure to restrive the dispute could plunge Israeii-Egyptian 
relations — already strained by dissatisfaction with the fruits of the 
1979 Camp David treaty — into a major diplomatic crisis. 

An unfavourable judgment is also likely to make Taba one of the 
most contentious political issues in Israel. The country’s leading 
political blocs. Labour and Likud, could launch an acrimonious 
election-year debate over “who lost Taba.” 

For almost a year the United States has been trying to help tbe 
two sides reach an out-of-court settlement before the arbitration 
panel makes its findings. U.S. efforts to broker the dispute date to 
die early 1980s.

Egypt’s claim to the tiny patch to desert is based on border 
marking s set when the 1949 armistice agreement between Egypt 
and Israel was signed — The Christian Science Monitor.

OSLO (R) — Norway and Israel 
have resolved a dispute over 
heavy water sold by Oslo almost 
30 years ago, but government 
sources said the compromise 
solution would not allow Norway 
to check whether it was used to 
make atomic weapons. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
John Bjoemebye told Reuters 
Friday that Norway could now 
inspect heavy water left over 
from a secret 1959 sale to Israel. 

“The solution is a comprom- 
ise,” Bjoemebye said. “Although 
we will run chemical analysis, it 
will give us no real opportunity to 
find out what it has been used 
for.” 

Norway gold the water on con- 
dition that it was used only for 
peaceful purposes. In late 1986 
Oslo demanded the right to in- 
spection after suspicions were 
roused that Israel had used it to 
make plutonium for atomic 
weapons. 

Israel refuses to confirm or 
deny that it possesses such 
weapons and initially turned 
down the request. 

Bjoemebye said the water, of 
which about nine tonnes remain 
from tbe original 20, had been 
mixed with supplies from other 
countries. A Norwegian request 
to inspect the water at Israel’s 
Dimona nuclear reactor had also 
been turned down. 

But in this week’s final round 
of negotiations m Oslo. Israel had 
reversed its original rejection of a 
request for tbe Vienna-based In- 
ternational Atomic Energy Agen- 
cy (IAEA) to inspect the water 
on Norway’s behalf. 

“That was their part of the 
compromise,” one government 
source said. “We have also won 
the right to inspect our water, 
through the IAEA, every time it 
is used in the future.”

Referring indirectly to U.S. 
plans which Secretary of State 
George Shultz has been pressing 
on a tour of the Middle East, it 
said peace efforts were “slow, 
ineffective; and incapable of 
standing up to the Israeli position 
which insists On rejecting peace.” 
Tbe summit hailed the intifada 
(uprising), saying the assembled 
kings, presidents and emirs ex- 
pressed honour and pride in the 
Palestinian people’s resistance to 
Israeli occupation. 

It spoke of the people’s “mag- 
nificent determination to liberate 
its occupied land... and to set up 
its independent state.” 

It eallod for an international 
peace conference “under the au- 
spices of the United Nations and 
on the basis U.N. resolutions that 
that call on Israel to withdraw 
from afl occupied Palestinian and 
Arab territories.” 

It said the five permanent 
members of the Security Council 
and all the parties to the conflict 
including the PLO must take part 
“on an equal footing and with 
• equal rights.” 

The communique rioted that 
the summit “condemned interna- 
tional terrorism jn all its forms, 
especially Israel’s organised ter- 
rorism against the Palestinian 
people and the Arabs in gener- 
al.” 

The summit statement did not 
mention the possibility of an 
Egyptian return to the Arab 
League, which was strongly urged 
at the summit by Saudi Arabia 
and tbe Gulf states but fiercely 
resisted by Syria and Libya.

apparent reference to air. raids in 
April 1986 after a series of hijack- 
ings which Washington said were 
backed by. Libya. 

The conference also voiced 
support for Libyan sovereignty 
over tbe Gulf of Sirte, which is 
disputed by the United States. 

After an earlier 2Vi-hour meet- 
ing, sources dose to die delegates 
said that Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Qatar apd the United Arab Emi- 
rates agreed to “specific sums” to 
be granted tor the- uprising and to 
Jordan and Syria. 

But the PLO’s chief spokes- 
man, Bassam Abu Sharif, told 
reporters the' Arab leaders agreed 
to keep tbe precise sums they 
have promised a secret to avoid 
showing their hand to the Israelis. 

Sources told the AP tbe Gulf 
states would channel funds to the 
uprising through tbe PLO, Jor- 
dan and the joint Jordanian-PLO* 
committee entrusted with Palesti- 
nian affairs. They said tbe finan- 


cial situation would be reviewed 
at a later stage, possibly at the 
next regular Arab summit meet- 
ing to be held in Saudi Arabia in 
November. 

The statement said the summit 
discussed ways of backing the 
intifada to “enhance its effective- 
ness and ensure it continues and 
escalates... under the leadership 
of the PLO.” 

It made no mention of any 
specific financial commitments. 

The statement said the summit 
had renewed its commitment to 
aid Arab states confronting Israel 
to enable them to strengthen 
their defences and enhance then- 
ability to liberate the occupied 
Arab territories. 

Delegates said this was a refer- 
ence to a $3.5 billion a year aid 
package to Syria, Jordan and tbe 
PLO agreed at a 1978 Arab sum- 
mit in Baghdad and due to expire 
this year. 

In a speech before the summit 
Wednesday, His Majesty King 
Hussein said Jordan had only 
received about half of the money. 
Syria and the PLO also have 
complained about unfulfilled 
promises. 

Lebanese President Amin 
Gemayel warned Arab leaders at 
the summit that the Iranian-back- 
ed fundamentalist presence in his 
country should be purged before 
it spreads to other states in the 
region. 
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Soviet envoy to brief Mubarak 
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CAIRO (AP) — A Senior Soviet diplomat once expelled from 
Egypt by presidential order arrived in Cairo Friday as a special 
envoy on a briefing mission. The three-day visit by Vladimir 
Polyakov, director of the Foreign Ministry’s Near East and North 
Africa Department, reflected greatly improved Cairo-Moscow 
relations since President Hosni Mubarak took office in 1981. 
Polyakov told reporters on arrival that he had been assigned by 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev “to convey to President Mubarak 
details of the results of the recent American-Soviet summit in 
Moscow." “Good relations now exist between Egypt and the 
Soviet Union,” Polyakov said, speaking in Russian through an 
Arabic interpreter. He added that last month’s visit to Moscow by 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Esmat Abdul Megitid, the first of its 
kind in 14 years, further improved bilateral ties. During his visit, 
Polyakov is to meet with Mubarak and state Minister for Foreign 
Affairs Butros Ghali. Polyakov was ambassador in Cairo in 2982 
when tben-President Anwar Sadat launched a massive crackdown 
on domestic opponents. It included the expulsion of Polyakov and 
six other Soviet diplomats whom Sadat accused of meddling in 
internal affairs. 

Judge reserves decision in PLO case 

| NEW YORK (R) — A top United Nations official told a U.S. 
judge Wednesday that the world organisation could not stand by 
while the United States tried to close the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation's (PLO) U.N. mission. The comment came during a 
2 Vi hour hearing by District Judge Edmund Palmieri. who said he 
would reach a decision in the case soon. Under-Secretary General 
Carl-August Fleischhauer, who spoke as a friend of the court, said 
the United Nations “cannot stand by” while the United States 
“unilaterally abrogated and violated.” its agreements. He did not 
spell out what measures the United Nations would take but said it 
wished “to live harmoniously with the host country (the U.S.).” 

Peres names deputies 

TEL AVTV (AP) — Israeli Foreign Minister Shimon Peres, head 
of the Labour Party, announced Thursday that Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin would be second on the party’s list in the upcoming 
parliament elections. The third place on the list will be reserved for 
Education Minister Yitzhak Navon, Peres told his party’s central 
committee in Tel Aviv. “I have spoken both with Yitzhak Navon 
and Yitzhak Rabin, and they both made tny life difficult,” he said in 
remarks broadcast by Israel army radio. “They said: whatever you 
decide, that’s it.” Peres as party leader is number one on the list for 
the Nov. 1 election to the 120-seat Knesset. In Israel, the vote is for 
a party, not individuals. Each party makes op a list of its candidates 
in ranked order, and the percentage of the vote it gets determines 
how many on the list will serve in parliament.

NICOSIA (Agencies) — At least two of Iran’s top 
leaders have met with Ayatollah Hussein-Ali Mon- 
tazeri, designated successor of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, amid reports that the long-ailing revolu- 
tionary patriarch was dying. 


Iran’s official Islamic Republic 
News Agency (IRNA) said that 
Parliament Speaker Hashemi 
Rafsanjani conferred Wednesday 
with Montazeri in the holy city of 
Qom, 160 kilometres south 
Tehran. 

Tbe agency said that President 
Aii Khamenei also saw Montazeri 
in Qom Thursday. 

In both cases, IRNA said the 
two political leaders discussed 
“current issues,” but did not 
elaborate. 

Rafsanjani and Khamenei are 
political rivals in the power strug- 
gle that has been taking place in 
tiie Tehran hierarchy for some 
time over who will run the coun- 
try when Khomeini dies. 

Khomeini, 87, has long been 


reported to be in frail condition 
since he suffered a heart attack 
two years ago. 

There have also been uncon- 
formed reports that he also has 
cancer. Iran's official media has 
made no recent reference to 
Khomeini’s health. 

The U.S. CBS Television net- 
work reported Thursday night 
that intelligence reports indicated 
that Khomeini “may now be very 
dose to death." 

Ir quoted the intelligence re- 
ports as saying that “the ayatol- 
lah’s cancer has spread from his 
prostate to his liver” and that he 
“may only have two or three 
months to live.”

UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Secretary General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar called Thursday for 
Turkey to withdraw its troops 
from the northern part of Cyprus 
as a start to building confidence 
between the ethnic Greek and 
Turkish sides on the island. 

In a written report to the 
Security Council that covered de- 
velopments in the six-month 
period to May 31, he expressed 
hope for new, successful negotia- 
tions but added that he did not 
underestimate the difficulties 
ahead. 

President George Vassilio of 
Cyprus and Turkish Cypriot lead- 
er Rauf Denkfash are expected to 
meet next month to revive high- 
level attempts to resolve the 
problems of tbe divided island. 

Perez de Cuellar noted that the 
matter had been before the 
Security Council for 25 years. 
“There has been a natural 
tendency for both sides to be- 
come entrenched in long-held 
positions." he said. 

It would require state sm a nshi p 
of a high order to break free from 
those positions and make a new 
attempt to bridge the wide differ- 
ences existing, Perez de Cuellar 


said. 

“If this dream is to be fulfilled, 
every effort must be made to 
overcome existing distrust and to 
build confide ncce between the 
two sides,” he said.

' There must be no further 
attempts to change tbe status quo 
and public statements should be 
moderated, the secretary general 
said. 

Efforts should also be made to 
reestablish contacts at every level 
between two communities that 
had been growing apart at what 
he called a distressing rate. 

His representatives stood ready 
to do all they could to help, he 
said. 

Building confidence was princi- 
pally a matter for the Greek and 
Turidsb-Cypriots, but others too 
could assist. 

“In particular,” he said, 
“Great benefits would be derived 
if Turkey would make a start by 
reducing its troops in the north- 
ern part of the island. I again 
appeal to the government of Tar- 
key to take this step.” 


TEL AVIV (R) — An Israeli 
member of Knesset (parliament) 
said Thursday that the army 
caused up to 30 miscarriages 
through misuse of tear-gas in its 
bid to quash the Palestinian upris- 
ing in tbe occupied Gaza Strip. 

Dedi Zucker of the Citizens’ 
Rights Movement made the 
charge in a letter he sent to the 
health and defence ministries 
with a separate report by six 
Israeli doctors accusing the army 
of excesses. 

“The evidence is strong that 
gas has been misused. Unneces- 
sary damage has been caused, 
including death or miscarriages, 
mainly by throwing it indoors," 
he told Reuters. 

"Many times tear-gas is 
directed at closed areas despite 
professional warnings of the sub- 
stantial danger to life.” 

Zucker said doctors at Gaza’s 


Shifa hospital believed that 30 of 
478 miscarriages between De- 
cember and March could be attri- 
buted to tear-gas. The 30 were 
among 116 women who said they 
were exposed to the gas. 

He said Israeli officials were 
aware of these statistics. 

Zucker, a hu man rights activ- 
ist. organised the team of Israeli 
doctors — with the help of de- 
fence officials — to examine the 
medical situation in Gaza amid 
accusations the army used exces- 
sive force. 

An army spokesman denied 
Zucker's allegations, saying they 
contradicted die very conclusions 
of the six doctors. 

The doctors' report found that 
some units used more force than 
others, that troops ignored warn- 
ings about the use of tear-gas and 
that the army failed adequately to 
investigate die cause of deaths.

Khamenei charged that spe- 
culation the two military forces 
would be unified was “poisonous 
propaganda by the imperialist 
mass media,” IRNA reported. 

Khamenei said that all Iranian 
leaders agreed that the army and 
the Revolutionary Guards must 
remain separate organisations. 

"These two organisations, by 
using ail the facilities and experi- 
ences of each other, will decisive- 
ly end the war like two brothers 
in their defensive strongholds,” 
Khamenei told worshipers at a 
weekly prayer session at Tehran 
University. 

But he confirmed that some 
military facilities, such as some 
training and logistics centres, 
would be abandoned

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Comecon initial diplomatic accord | Prices rise at AFM 


MOSCOW (AP) — Members of the European 
Community (EC) and the East Bloc trade organisa- 
tion (Comecon) established diplomatic relations 
Thursday, paving the way for a formal signing 
ceremony later this month. 


The official news agency TASS 
said an agreement calling for offi- 
cial relations between the EC and 
the Council for Mutual Economic 
Assistance was initialed Thursday 
after talks in Moscow. The dec- 
laration will be signed at a cere- 
mony in Luxembourg on June 25. 

“Favourable opportunities 
open to develop cooperation be- 
tween the two international orga- 
nisations and countries forming 
them in many areas, above 2 JI in 
science and technology, environ- 
mental protection, the power in- 
dustry — especially nuclear — as 
well as the implementation of 
pan-European projects," TASS 


By signing the agreement, 
Comecon nations will officially 
recognise the EC for the first rime 
since the West European trade 
bloc, which now comprises 12 
nations, was founded 31 years 
ago, 

Comecon was founded in 1949 
to coordinate economic develop- 
ment, particularly in industry. 
Founding members included the 
Soviet Union, Bulgaria. Czechos- 
lovakia, Hungary, Poland, and 
Romania. Cuba. East Germany, 
and Albania joined later, but 
Albania now is inactive. 


Trade between Comecon na- 
tions has not progressed at the 
rate expected because of artificial 
currency exchange rates between 
member countries. 

Hie EC-Comecon accord does 
not cover trade relations which 
the EC says must continue to be 
subject to bilateral accords. All 
Comecon nations, except the 
Soviet Union, have signed limited 
agreements in specific trade 
areas. 

One hope raised by the dec- 
laration is that it will lead to 
better economic links between 
East and West Europe. 

The EC currently is trying to 
boost trade ties with Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia and Romania, 
while such talks with the Soviet 
Union still are in the preliminary 
stage. 

The declaration came about 


after Comecon lifted its objection 
to regarding West Berlin as part 
of EC territory. It will accept this 
but at the same time state the 
declaration does not affect the 
four-power agreement regulating 
Berlin’s status. The city was parti- 
tioned into zones under the con- 
trol of the United States, Soviet 
Union, Britain and France fol- 
lowing the defeat of Nazi Ger- 
many in 1945. 

Provisional figures show the 
EC and Eastern Europe did $53 
billion worth of trade last year 
with ' the EC running a trade 
deficit of some $6 billion because 
of imports of raw materials, from 
the Soviet Union. 

However, these figures do not 
include trade between West and 
East Germany which, as part of a 
special agreement, is considered 
intra-German trade. 


Private assumption forecast to remain 
drtvmg force for W. German economy 


PARIS (R) — Private consump- 
tion, stimulated by tax cuts, 
would provide the main driving 
force for the West German eco- 
nomy again this year, helping to 
confound forecasts of sluggish 
growth that followed last Octo- 
ber's stock marker crash, the 
OECD said Friday. 

West Europe’s largest eco- 
nomy should aiso see exports 
picking up strongly after near- 
sragnation of foreign sales in 
1987. and it was likely to benefit 
from buoyant industrial orders, 
production and investment, the 
Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD/ said in its semi-annual 
survey. 

"Short-term prospects now 
appear better than they did in the 


immediate aftermath of the stock 
market crisis.'’ the Paris-based 
economic forum said. 

It cited an export-led, seven- 
per-cent surge in industrial orders 
in the first two months of this 
year and improved business con- 
fidence as a result of greater ex- 
change rate stability and lower 
interest rates. 

The OECD forecast that West 
Germany's gross national product 
/GNP) would grow by' 2.25 per 
cent this year and 1.75 per cent in 
1989. significantly faster than its 
forecast last December of 1.5 per 
cent growth this year and 1.25 per 
cent next. 

Six months ago the West Ger- 
man government took the rare 
step of issuing a public statement 
disputing OECD suggestions that

measures were needed to boost 
its growth rate, stating bluntly 
■that "from the German point of 
view the present economic situa- 
tion does not require further me- 
asures.” 

The OECD did not repeat the 
criticism in its latest report, ack- 
nowledging that West German 
worries about limiting the budget 
deficit would restrict the scope 
for further measures to boost 
economic growth. 

It noted simply that domestic 
demand in West Germany was 
projected to grow below the 
European average over the next 
two years, rising 2.75 per cent in 
1988 and 2.25 per cent in 1989. 

The OECD’s forecast of 1.75 
per cent growth next year is more 
optimistic than the 1.25 per cent 


growth prediction by West Ger- 
many's five leading economic re- 
search institutes, with economists 
arguing that government plans to 
raise some indirect consumer 
taxes in 1989 could put a brake on 
expansion. 

But the OECD forecast was 
more cautious than Bonn's own 
prediction for 1989, which puts 
growth at the lower end of the 
range of two to 2.5 per cent seen 
for the next five years. 

“Private consumption, stimu- 
lated by tax cuts, should remain 
the mainstay of economic growth 
in 1988,” the OECD said. Private 
consumption is forecast to rise 
3.25 per cent this year, similar to 
the 1987 increase, and 2.5 per 
cent in 1989.

Denmark seeks revenge against 
Spain in European soccer finals 


LONDON (AP) — Wimbledon 
champion Pat Cash painfully disc- 
overed how grass can break as 
well as make a tennis player as he 
tumbled out of the £385,000 Stel- 
la Artois Championships in the 
third round Thursday. 

Cash, the No. 2 seed who had 
played flawlessly for two days in 
this Wimbledon warm-up event 
at Queens Club, went down 7-6. 
6-4 to fellow Australian Darren 
Cahill, one of his best friends on 
the tour. 

In a day of upsets, the tourna- 
ment also lost veteran American 
Jimmy Connors, the No. 3 seed. 
He lost 6-4, 7-6 to Frenchman 
Guy Forget, whom he beaten in 
all their previous four meetings. 

But Stefan Edberg of Sweden, 
the No. 2 seed, continued to 
make steady, if unspectacular 
progress to reach the last eight in 
the gloom and drizzle. Edberg 
came from behind to beat Johan 
Kriek 4-6, 6-1, 6-2 to take his 
place in the last eight. 

Boris Becker, Wimbledon 
champion in 1985 and 1986, also 
got through. The 20- year-old 
West German, the defending tit- 
list here, downed Bill Scanlon, 
6-3, 6-4. 

Cash, 23. said he could not 
understand how he was able to 
start his Wimbledon preparation 
so well, only to cave in suddenly 
against an opponent ranked 66th 
in the world. 


HANOVER, West Germany (R) — Denmark will be 
seeking revenge when they face Spain in the Euro- 
pean Championship finals Saturday, having lost to 
them in the 1984 tournament and the 1986 World 
Cup in Mexico. 


Victory would be sweet for 
coach Sepp Piontek’s side, whose 
attacking style proved the revela- 
tion of the finals in France last 
time around until they went out 
to the Spaniards on penalties in 
the se mifin als. 

The revelation was confirmed 
in Mexico when the Danes pro- 
duced the most exciting play of 
the first round, only to crash 5-1 
against Spain in the second 
round. 

But Piontek warned against 
making too much of the forth- 
coming game where rash tactics 
could spell defeat and an early 
exit from the 16-day cham- 
pionship. 

“We won’t attack as much 
against the Spaniards as we did in 
earlier matches,” he said. “If 
only because our strikers haven't 
been on target very often re- 
cently.'' 

Spain’s star striker Emilio Bnt- 
ragueno warned his colleagues 
against complacency. “We have 
no right to feel superior, those 
two victories don’t mean that,” 
he said. 

Butragueno discounted his own 
showing two yers ago in Mexico, 
when his four goals were re- 


sponsible for knocking out the 
Danes. “It was a one-off case,” 
be said. 

The feeling was echoed by 
Spanish trainer Miguel Munoz 
who added: “The Danish team is 
as strong as in 1986.” 

Neither side reports any injury 
worries before the game on the 
drizzle-swept northern German 
plain, where up to 30,000 Danes 
from across the nearby border 
will provide up to 50 per cent of 
the fens in the sold-out Nieder- 
sachsen Stadion- 

“The boys are all fit — the 
question is whether they are in 
top form,” Piontek said. 

“The potential of the Spanish 
team is much the same as in 1986," 
said Munoz, whose side reached 
the quarter-finals of the World 
Cup two years ago before losing 
to Belgium on penalties. 

“We've brought in a few new 
players, but overall our strength 
is exactly the same.” 

Police samnlate riots 
by Fnglkk fans 

West German police in riot 
gear staged a mock battle with 
colleagues posing as English soc- 
cer hooligans in Munich’s Olym- 


pic Stadium Thursday on the eve 
of the European Championship 
finals. 

A Reuter photographersaw ab- • 
out 250 baton-wielding police 
charging about 100 ‘fairs' who 
were shouting slogans in English. 

They then went into the crowd 
with horses and dogs, pulling 
‘supporters’ away and herding 
them handcuffed into police vans. 

The two-hour riot training, 
held in and around the stadium 
which hosts the June 25 final, was 
intended to be secret. Regular 
visitors to the Olympic complex 
were kept away. 

The practice took place as fore- 
ign fans began drifting into West 
German cities. Across rhe coun- 
try police were congregating in 
potential trouble spots to pre- 
empt any violent outbreaks. 

The two matches which most 
concern the authorities involve 
England — against Ireland in 
Stuttgart Sunday and against The 
Netherlands in Duesseldorf next 
Wednesday. 

“We’re not leaving anything to 
chance,” Duesseldorf police chief 
Wolfgang Rodax said ahead of 
Friday’s West Germany-Italy 
opening tie here. 

But police, who have been 
planning anti-hooligan tactics for 
a year, say their aim is not to 
saturate towns with officers but to 
pick out and swoop on trouble- 
makers.

state of emergency 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — President P.W. Botha 
Friday extended the two-year nationwide state of 
emergency for another year and tightened restric- 
tions on the news media. 


The continuation of the 
emergency, after it was due to 
expire at midnight, had already 
been anticipated by politicians. 

His proclamation, which means 
hundreds of prominent activists 
will remain in jail without charge, 
was assailed by anti-apartheid 
leaders. White women from the 
Black Sash Civil Rights Group 
stood along highways in Johan- 
nesburg during the morning rush 
hour with posters saying: “Apar- 
theid is the emergency.” 

Anglican Archbishop De- 
smond Tutu said extension of the 
emergency "is a pointless and 
bankrupt exercise" that “aggra- 
' vates South Africa's crisis.” The 
Reverend Frank Chikane, gener- 
al secretary of the South African 
Council of Churches, said activ- 
ists must “intensify our call for 
comprehensive economic sanc- 
tions against this apartheid 
regime.'' 

Botha's announcement came 
two days after blacks ended their 
biggest and longest general strike 
against the government. Black 
labour federations said about 
1.000 of the workers who took 
part in the protest have been 
fired. 

The new emergency decree 
took effect immediately upon 
publication of a special govern- 
ment gazette in Pretoria. New 


restrictions in the gazette bar ail 
media from quoting any spokes- 
man for an outlawed or restricted 
organisation, effectively silencing 
members of major anti-apartheid 
groups that were banned in 
February from conducting politic- 
al activities. 

Existing press restrictions were 
tightened to prohibit news media 
from reporting that journalists 
bad been barred from the scene 
of protests. Another new section 
requires local news agencies to 
register with the government. 


These domestic news agencies, 
many of them aggressive in cover- 
ing anti-apartheid activity, could 
be ordered to submit ail dispatch- 
es to a government censor before 
publication, the regulations say. 

Another section gives the gov- 
ernment power to extend the 
suspensions of two anti-apartheid 
newspapers. New Nation and 
South, which were closed down in 
recent months. New Nation's edi- 
tor. Zwelakhe Sisulu, has been 
detained without charge since 
December 1986. 


"It is indeed the aspiration of 
the government that conditions 
will change to such an extent that 
the declared state of emergency 
can be lifted." Botha *said in a 
statement. 

"Intimidation and terror are 


aimed at undermining the politic- 
al, economic and soda! activities 
of all our communities. It is also 
being employed to disrupt our 
courts and legal procedures/* he 
said. 

The emergency regulations 
allow sweeping powers of deten- 
tion, outlaw many forms of 
peaceful anti-government protest 
and restrict freedom of speech, 
press and assembly. 

Helen Suzman, a long-serving 
member of parliament for the 
anti-apartheid Progressive Feder- 
al Party, said Botha's announce- 
ment was "extremely depressing, 
and hardly likely to restore confi- 
dence in the future stability of 
South Africa.” 

"We might just as well prepare 
ourselves for a permanent state of 
emergency,” independent mem- 
ber of parliament Jan van Eck 
said. “A minority regime wfll not 
be able to govern this country 
without the very wide and very 
arbitrary powers afforded by the 
state of emergency." 

Under apartheid. South Afri- 
ca’s 26 million blacks have no 
vote in national affairs. The five 
million whites control the eco- 
nomy and maintain separate re- 
sidential districts, schools and 
health services. 

About 40,000 people, including 
10.000 children, have been de- 
tained at some point during the 
past two years, according to the 
now-banned Detainees Parents 
Support Committee. About 2,500 
people are believed to remain 
detained. 


Glenn strong 
candidate for 
Dukakis mate 


WASHINGTON fAP) — John 
Glenn says the Democrats' vice 
presidential nominee should be a 
national hero, a former astronaut 
and a midwestemer with foreign 
policy experience. 

"But I’ve talked to Neil Arm- 
strong, and he's not interested," 
joked the Ohio senator about the 
first man to walk on the moon. 

It is. of course. Glenn, himself 
a former astronaut, who best fits 
hs own description of a running 
mate for probable nominee 
Michael Dukakis. And many 
Democratic insiders agree that 
the first American to orbit the 
earth would be a good choice. 

Even Jesse Jackson's campaign 
manager, Gerald Austin, puts 
Glenn on his vice-presidential 
list, right behind Jackson. 


“It’s a great American story. 
You take Mike Dukakis, son of 
Greek immigrants, and John 
Glenn, a small-town boy who 
married his childhood 
sweetheart, a woman who over- 
came a stuttering problem — and 
then Glenn goes on to be the 
world's most famous astronaut 
and a U.S. Senator," said Austin, 
a political consultant. 

And a recent California poll 
provides another argument for 
Glenn, who bails from New Con- 
cord, Ohio. Paired with Duka- 
kis, he bested Bush and the local 
favourite. California governor 
George Deukmejian, by 13 
points in that survey.

Fiji claim 


SYDNEY (AP) — A newspaper 
Friday said India's Intelligence 
Service tried to overthrow Fiji’s 
Melanesian-dominated govern- 
ment by smuggling tons of 
weapons to its Indian community. 

The report in the newspaper, 
the Australian, drew a quick de- 
nial from Australian Prime Minis- 
ter Bob Hawke, who said he 
would have known of such ship- 
ments. The Indian embassy in 
Canberra also issued a vigorous 
denial. 

The Australian, the country's 
only national broadsheet, quoted 
unidentified Australian intelli- 
gence sources and a U.S. govern- 
ment official in Washington as 
saying Western intelligence ser- 
vices blamed the India for the 
shipments to the volatile south 
Pacific island nation, a Conner 
British colony 2,993 kilometres 
northeast of Sydney. 

It said the Soviet-made arms, 
which included rockef launchers, 
anti-tank mines, automatic rifles 
and grenades, were part of a plan 
to overthrow the nominally civi- 
lian, Melanesian-dominated gov- 
ernment, which came to power 
after two coups last year. 

Fiji’s security forces this week 
seized two large caches of arms 
from two Indian-owned sugar 
cane farms. Authorities followed 
with a roundup of Indian 
businessmen. 


Ruling party wins regional 
elections in Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO (AP) — The ruling 
United National Party won 36 of 
53 seats at stake in provincial 
council elections in the island's 
southern province, final results 
from the elections department 
showed Friday. 

An opposition leader accused 
the government of fraud. 

Ruling party candidates won 12 
seats each in the Matara. Gaiie 
and Hambantota districts that 
make up the southern province. 

Their closest rivals, candidates 
in the opposition United Socialist 
Alliance, a combination of leftist 
parties, won 15 seats and inde- 
pendent candidates two seats in 
the balloting Thursday, the de- 
partment said. 

Results from the Hambantota 
and Matara districts were broad- 


cast by the state-run television at 
around 5:30 a.m. (0000 GMT) 
Friday, while those from Gaiie, 
108 kilometres south of Col- 
ombo. were reported at about 4 
p.m. (1030 GMT). 

Official statements said some 
ballot boxes had been delayed en 
route to the Gaiie town where 
votes were tallied. 

Y.B. de Silva, a leading mem- 
ber of the United Socialist 
Alliance, said extremist Sinhalese 
subversives of the People's Li- 
beration Front launched attacks 
to disrupt die poll and intimidate 
voters. 

“This was because there was a 
complete breakdown of law and 
order. The voters were 
threatened by both sides, includ- 
ing the government,” he said. 


WORLD NEWS IN BRIEF 


Food programme approves $462 million 


ROME (AP) — The World Food Programme Thursday approved 
S462 million worth of development projects, with much of the aid 
aimed at sub-Saharan Africa. The U.N. agency, in a statement 
from its Rome headquarters after a meeting of its governing body, 
said that S439 million of that sum will cover new projects. In all, 
the money will mean nearly 1 million metric tons of food aid. Half 
of the 24 projects covered by the funding are for agricultural and 
rural development, the statement said. Among the projects 
approved are plans for reforestation in Mali, food for pre-school 
children and pregnant or nursing women in Malawi, efforts aimed 
at soil conservation m China and a dairy development project in 
Nicaragua. 


Greenpeace attempts to block U.S. navy 


PALMA, Balearic Islands (AP) — Sailors aboard a U.S. navy 
aircraft carrier Thursday drove off boats carrying anti-nudear 
protesters who tried to keep it from docking at a port on the 
Spanish Mediterranean island of Majorca. The environmentalist 
group Greenpeace said crewmen on the 317-metre U.S.S. Dwight 
David Eisenhower turned high-pressure fire hoses on four 
Greenpeace rubber launches and their 46-metre mother ship 
Sirius. A U.S. official who asked not to be identified confirmed 
that Greenpeace had “attempted to interfere with the docking," 
but said the Eisenhower docked successfully without damages or 
injuries on either side. Greenpeace official Xavier Pastora said in 
a communique the action was a protest against die 'Spanish 
government for allowing nuclear weapons in its territorial waters 
in violation of a March 1986 referendum. In the referendum, 
Spaniards voted to retain membership in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation on condition that Spain be kept free of 
nuclear weapons, the U.S. military presence in Spain be reduced 
and the country's armed forces remain outside the integrated 
NATO military command. 


U.S. embassy warns of terrorist threats 


PEKING (R) — ■ The U.S. embassy in Peking Thursday warned 
Americans in the city of a possible terrorist attack from an 
unidentified "third country.” An embassy spokesman said 
Chinese authorities had urged the embassy to inform the 
estimated 1 .500 U.S. citizens in Peking of the threat. The warning 
issued by the embassy contained no specific information on a 
possible attack but said: “The embassy believes this reflects a 
genuine threat to American citizens in Beijing (Peking).” 
"American citizens should avoid locations known to be gathering 
points for Americans or foreigners, such as certain restaurants, 
markets and nightclubs," it said. 


Landmark derision in homosexuality case 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A federal appeals court Thursday set 
aside its landmark ruling that struck down the U.S- army’s ban on 
homosexuals. In response to the government’s appeal,- the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of appeals referred the case to an 1 1-member 
panel of the court for a new hearing and nullified a decision Feb. 
10 in favour of a discharged gay soldier. Besides declaring the 
army’s policy on sexual orientation unconstitutional, the February 
ruling was the< first by a federal appeals court that said 
homosexuals were entitled to the same protection against 
government discrimination as racial minorities. No date has been 
set for a new hearing. The 25-judge court did not give details of 
the vote to refer the case to the 11-member panel.

JOHANNESBURG (R) — 
South African and opposing 
Cuban forces were massing in 
bush! and on the Angolan-Nami- 
bian border Thursday, prompting 
fears of a major confrontation. 

Pretoria announced it was call- 
ing up reservists to counter a 
thrust down Angola's West Afri- 
can coast which had brought 
Cuban units to within 12 
kilometres of the frontier with 
South African-ruled Namibia. 

Army Chief General J an ni e 
Geldenhuys said a force of up to 
12,000 Cubans and black fighters 
had formed a 450 kilometre belt 
along the western end of the 
border. 

Western diplomats said the 
Cubans’ motives were undear but 
their deployment on Namibia's 
doorstep could force Pretoria into 
a pre-emptive .strike. 

Geldenhuys returned from the 
area Wednesday and told a brief- 


ing for South African military 
correspondents: “The situation is 
serious... but we can handle it.” 

He reported a minor skirmish 
last week between his men and a 
Cuban patrol near a hydro-elec- 
tric power station at Ruacana on 
the border. 

The military build-up douded 
negotiations for an end to a civil 
war which has beset pro-Moscow 
Angola since it gained independ- 
ence from Portugal in 1975 and 
became an arena for superpower 
rivalry. 

Figh ting has been heavy for the 
past nine months. Last October 
South Africa deployed thousands 
of men and heavy artillery to help 
right-wing Angolan rebels repel a 
large Soviet- and Cuban-led 
offensive in the southeast. 

In Lusaka, the Angolan ambas- 
sador to Zambia, Luis Neto 
Kiamata, said the Cubans’ objec- 
tive was “not to attack anybody. .V 


Soviet ethnic 


protests continue 


MOSCOW (R) — Strikes, de- 
monstrations and street dashes 
are continuing in Soviet trans 
cancasa over a Kremlin refusal to 
redraw regional borders and local 
authorities are struggling for con- 
trol in the area at the heart of the 
dispute. 

The Soviet Communist Party 
newspaper Pravda said Friday 
that marches and strikes had pa- 
ralysed production, vigilantes 
were patrolling the streets and 
food was short in the Azerbaijani 
enclave of Nagorono-Karabakh, 
where ethnic Armenians are de- 
fying the Kremlin refusal to make 
the area part of nearby Armenia.

S. Korean students battle 


police to reach border 


SEOUL (AP) — Radical stu- 
dents attacked riot police with 
firebombs and dubs in street 
dashes Friday as they battled to 
reach the North Korean border 
for reunification talks. 

Police chased thousands of 
screaming students in foe centre 
of Seoul who were trying to reach 
the main train station to take 
trains to the border. Police bot- 
tled up 5,000 students in Yonsei 
University who failed to escape 
despite vicious fi ghting . 

"We fight for unification/’ stu- 
dents chanted as they tried to 
break through police lines to 
make their way to the border 50 
kilometres north of Seoul for 
talks with North Korean stu- 
dents. 

At Yonsei, police officers 
screamed in pain as firebombs hit 
them and exploded in flames. 
Students wielding wooden and 
iron dubs beat troopers trying to 
ward off blows with shields. Both 
sides pelted each other with rocks 


and bricks. 

Black police armoured cars 
fired volley after volley of chok- 
ing tear gas into foe ranks of the 
charging students as police mar- 
tial arts squads counterattacked. 
Students tried to immobilise the 
vans with firebombs and chibs. 


Scores were injured at Yonsei, 
but authorities had no overall 
figures. Police officers and stu- 
dents with burns or bleeding cuts 
were carried away or staggered to 
safety. A student hit in the head 
by a tear gas shell was ih critical 
condition. v 

Across Seoul, police reported 
arresting more than 500 students. 


Police battled several thousand 
students who demonstrated in 
support of the reunification 
march in the provincial cities of 
Taejon, Iri, Chunju, Chonan and 
Kongju. Troopers fired tear gas 
to drive protesters back onto cam- 
puses as students hurled fire- 
bombs and rocks. 


Mortar hits American embassy in Peru 


LIMA, Peru (AP) — Leftist 
guerrillas fired a mortar round 
Thursday at the U.S. embassy 
residence, causing minor damage 
to the roof but no injuries, 
embassy and police officials said. 

U.S. embassy spokesman Joao 
Ecsodi said Ambassador Alexan- 
der Watson, his wife and their 
infant daughter were in the two- 
storey, colonial-style residence 
and heard one mortar round 
strike the roof. 


He said Watson was having 
breakfast when the attack occur- 
red at 6:30 a.m. (1130 GMT). 

“The ambasador thought at 
first it was foe backfire of a car. It 
was not a fag explosion,” Ecsodi 
said. 

He said a 60 millimetre mortar 
round destroyed a ramp and 
lighting fixtures on the roof that 
illuminated the U.S. flag that flies 
from the top of the building. 
Ecsodi said there was no other 


damage. 

Members of the Tupac Amaru 
Revolutionary Movement, a pro- 
Cuba guerrilla group, left leaflets 
at foe site from which foe mortar 
was fired, about one block from 
the residence, Ecsodi said. 

The leaflets commemorated 
foe death of a pro-Cuba guerrilla 
leader, Luis de la Puente, who 
launched his insurgency June 9, 
1965. He was killed in combat 
four months later and his group 


broken up. The Tupac Amaru 
band became active in 1984. 


Police said at least three rebels 
fired three rounds at foe resi- 
dence before escaping in a wait- 
ing -car, but Ecsodi said the 
embassy was aware of only two 
mortar rounds. 


“We beard about two. They 
found bits and pieces of one on 
the roof and one elsewhere on the 
grounds,” Ecsodi said. 


Journalists demand inquiry into Mexico killings

TIJUANA, Mexico — Gunmen 
and assassins have killed as many 
as 29 journalists in Mexico in foe 
past six years in what may be a 
conceited effort to intimidate re- 
porters investigating drug traf- 
ficking and criticising political fi- 
gures. 

Journalists are demanding the 
government of President Miguel 
de La Madrid take more forceful 
action to stop those they believe 
are trying to censor them not by 
official blue pencil bat by the 
gun. 

Some say the number of kill- 
ings have risen along with an 
increase of drug trafficking 
through Mexico. 

Shock waves still are being felt 
from the latest in foe series of 
killings, foe shooting death April 
20 in this northwestern border 
city of columnist Hector Felix 
Miranda of the outspoken weekly 
Zeta who often wrote about poli- 
tics. 

An automobile overtook Felix 
Miranda, known as “Felix the 
cat," as be was driving to his 
office at foe newspaper that 
morning. A man stepped out of 
the car and fired three shots from 
a 12-calibre shotgun. 

Federal judicial police arrested 
Victoriano Medina on May 1 and 
charged him with the murder, but 
they said he may just have been a 
triggerman acting for others. 

Many of the columnist's col- 
leagues question whether any 
others who may be responsible 
for foe killing will be brought to 
justice. 

Constant threat 


voiced concern about what she 
called foe alarming rate at which 
journalists have been 
“threatened, suppressed and 
assassinated." 

“We must protest for foe jour- 
nalists who have been silenced,” 
she told reporters at a news con- 
ference. “You form part of the 
consciousness of tire people of 
Mexico.” 

Freedom House, a New York- 
based human rights monitoring 
group, said in its latest “Freedom 
in foe World” report that foe 
Mexican press operated under 
constant threat of intimidation. 

Of at least 19 journalists killed 
throughout the world in 1986 in 
Freedom House’s reports, four 
were from Mexico — more than 
from any other country. 

Alejandro Junco de la Vega, 
publisher of the daily El Norte in 
foe northern dty of Monterrey, 
says that by his newspaper’s 
count 29 journalists have been 
slain in Mexico in the last six 
years compared to 18 in foe pre- 
vious 12 years. 

“The problem is worse in Mex- 
ico than any other Latin Amer- 
ican country,” he said in an inter- 
view. 


Junco said he believes the in- 
crease in illegal drug trafficking 
from the Florida area to the 
southwestern United States via 
Mexico — and the subsequent 
criticism in foe Mexican media of 
drug trafficking — is partly the 
reason for the increase m killings. 
He is not alone in that belief. 

Elena Poniatowska, one of 
Mexico’s more prominent wri- 
ters, said that the journalists’ 
death in northern Mexico in par- 
ticular generally appear to be 
related to the drug trade’s rise. 


Speaking at a conference on 
cultural conflict and literature, 
she said she was not accusi ng the 
government of the deaths, “but 
the omission becomes complicity 
by not punishing the guilty/’ 

The liberal Union of Democra- 
tic Journalists also lists 29 deaths 
throughout Mexico since 1982. 

Since the crimes are unsolved, 
it cannot be determined if all 29 
slayings were directly related to 
the victims’ profession. The 
majority, however, bear dear 
marking s of the now familiar pat- 
tern of an outspoken journalist 
gunned down in apparent retalia- 
tion for critical coverage. 


possible “intellectual authors” — 
people who could be behind the 
killing — to 41, and of those 
suspected of actually carrying it 
out to 10. 

But he concluded that the 
chance for an ultimate solution to 
the case is only modest. 

The report did little to assuage 
Mexican journalists* concerns ab- 
out their personal safety. 

The federal attorney general’s 
office, under pressure from re- 
porters and civic groups, recently 
offered 500 million pesos (about 
$215,000) for information leading 
to the arrest of those responsible 
for Buendia’s killing. 

Manuel Burgueno Orduno, a 
widely known journalist who 
.wrote frequently about drug traf- 
ficking in the northwestern coas- 
tal state of Sinaloa, was shot and 
killed in his home there Feb. 22. 
Three men entered his house as 
he and his family were mourning 
foe death of his father. The 
assailants escaped. 


“This is very alarming because 
foe rate of increase in journalist 
murders is phenomenal.” 

Junco also is president of the 
Mexican Press Freedom Commit- 
tee of foe Interanjerican Press 
Association. 


Drug connection 


Among the allegations circulat- 
ing are that high-ranking politi- 
cians who were satirised or criti- 
cised in Felix Miranda’s columns 
might have been involved. 

"We don’t dismiss that possi- 
bility,” said Jesus Blanco rnelas, 
foe co-director with Felix Miran- 
da of the Tijuana weekly.

Of tiie 29 listed as killed in the 
last ax years, only in FeKx Miran- 
da’s death has someone been 
charged. 

"And there are some people 
who feel that this clarification (of 
Felix Miranda’s death) is incom- 
plete,” Junco said. 

While noting that no evidence 
exists to implicate the govern- 
ment, Junco accuses the govern- 
ment of failing to punish the 
killers of journalists. 

M Is this method of sfleodng the 
press acceptable to our author- 
ities?” he asked. “Why are the 
murders of journalists taken so 
lightly?” 


Tbe government has offered 
rewards for information about 
foe killings of several journalists, 
including that of the influential 
columnist Manuel Buendia of Ex- 
celsior. a major newspaper in 
Mexico City. 

He was shot to death May 30, 
1984, in Mexico City’s Zona 
Rosa (pink zone) business and 
entertainment district 

Buendia, whose column “pri- 
vate network" appeared on Ex- 
celsior's front page, was regarded 
as a hard-hitting investigative re- 
porter who covered a wide range 
of subjects, including politics and 
international affairs. Before his 
death he published a book titled 
“The CIA in Mexico” and wrote 
of his opposition to U.S. involve- 
meat in Central America. 

The federal investigator 
assigned to the case issued a 
report on the fourth anniversary 
of foe slaying saying authorities 
bad whittled down the number of 


The state is a notorious centre 
for the illegal drug trade, and 
related violence has prompted 
general concern among residents. 

The Sinaloa Journalists Asso- 
ciation stages demonstrations 
outside the attorney general’s 
office in Culiacan, the state capit- 
al, on tbe 22nd of every month to 
protest die slaying. 

Alejandro Sicairos Rivas, pres- 
ident of tbe association, said 10 
reporters, most if not all of whom 
also wrote about drug t rafficking 
have been killed in Sinaloa in foe 
past decade. 

“Not one murder has been 
solved. We want to know why,” 
Sicairos said. 


Sicairos, news editor for foe 
daily Culiacan newspaper De- 
bate, said police have told him 
they have tried to solve foie mur- 
ders. 

“They told us that the murder 
*of journalists is very complicated, 
that they possibly are very well- 
ptanned,” be said. 

But, he added, “it's not possi- 
ble to sit at onr typewriters and 
have the ghost of death looking 
over onr shoulders.”
